TO INTERPRET IT 


Lively Tilt Between Cordele’s Council 
| and School Board. 


THEY HAVE CONTRARY VIEWS 


Each Put Their Own Interpretation on 
City Charter. 


AS TO HOW MUCH TAX CAN BE LEVIED 


Board of School Trustees Claim They 
Have Not Been Allowed Money 
They Are Entitled to. 


Cordele, Ga., March 31.—(Special.)—There 
is a fight on to the fiinish here between the 
city council and the board of trustees of 
the public schools. . Things have been rath- 
er inharmonious for some time between 
these bodies. The trouble arose from a 
comtrary interpretation of the city charter 
and the bill authorizing the public school 
system. The board met with the last 
council meeting and asked them to make 
good a small deficit which had been caused 
by an over-expenditure of funds. The teach- 
ers” salaries have not been paid since 
January, and the city refuses to pay them. 
The council also claims that the present 
board wes illegally elected last year be- 


. cause insufficient notice was made of the 


election. The mayor issued the following 
order to each individual composing the 
board: 

“Dear Sir—You are hereby ordered not 
to close any contracts or fix any expenses 
whatever in the city’s name for the schol- 
istic year beginning September, 1897.” 

The trustees claim that they were legal- 
ly elected and. that the city council in 
1896 notified them of their election. The 
board met yesterday and fixed salaries for 
all the, teachers for another year. The 
trustees have been accused of extravagance 
by the council, whereas the trustees claim 
an economical administration. 

The board has empowered its president, 
Hon, J. T. Hill, to employ competent coun- 
sel to defend their rights as tfiey inter- 
pret them. Aside from this; the board 
claims, under the charter, a right to taxes 
to the amount of one-half of 1 per cent, 
whereas they have utilized only one-fourth 
of 1 per cent. The council comes back at 
them and says that they have a right to 
say how much shall be allowed for school 
purposes, and although the trustees had 
not used their-full amount of one-half of 
1 per cent, they, the council, will refuse 
to allow the limits on economical grounds. 


The matter will end in the courts, 
neither side shows any intention to give in.

STATUTE OF LIMITATION MAY

The Victim Allowed Exactly Two 
Years to Elapse Before Beginning 
the Prosecution. 


Jonas Walker, a negro, was bound over 
to the city criminal court yesterday morn- 
ing by Justice Landrum ‘on the charge 
of larceny from the person. Walker has 
been at large for two years and on this 
account a nice point of law was raised. 

On March 30, 1895, T. H. Twilley, of Ma- 
con, was in this city, and while here Jonas 
Waiker is said to have picked his pocket 
of a gold watch. Efforts were made to 
catch the negro, but in vain,. and he was 
never heard of again until a few days 
ago, when by some means Twilley learned 
that he was in the employ of the Wood- 
ward Lumber Company. 

Mr. Twilley arrived here Tuesday morn- 
ing, and immediately: went before Justice 
Landrum, where a warrant was sworn out 
against the negro. The arrest was made 
just two years after the crime had been 
committed and on this point the defense 
rested its side of the ease at the trial 
yesterday.

‘HE WAS OFFERED A SLEEPER 


Provided Ha Would Pay for the Whole 
Eighteen Berths. 


CHINN IS HERE TO BE RETIRED 


He Will Go to Culpeper, Virginia, to 
Live—Something of His Life 
and Its Incidents. 


Sergeant William Chinn, the negro army 
officer who wanted to ride up here from 
Savannah in a sleeping car, is in Atlanta. 

He arrived here yesterday morning on a 
Central railroad smoking car instead of 
the Pullman buffet to which he aspired. 

A full account of Chinn's trouble with 
the Central railroad ‘authorities was con- 
tained in yesterday’s Constitution. Chinn 
Was seen by a Constitution reporter a few 
hours after he arrived yesterday and the 
arfny officer gave the reporter the follow- 
ing account of the disagreement between 
himself and the railroad authorities: 

“T have been in charge of Fort Pulaski 
at Savannah for four years. A few days 
ago I received orders to go to Fort Mc- 
Pherson and report to the officers there, 
so that I could be retired on half pay, ac- 
cording to the army regulations. With 
the notice of my retirement I received an 
order drawn on the Central railroad for 
my transportation from Savannah here. 
I also received a warrant for sleeping car 
accommodations on the Pullman company’s 
s:eepérs. When I presented these to Mr. 
Brewer he told me that the Pullman com- 
pany ran no sleepers on his line and said 
that he would not let me ride in one of the 
Central railroad sleepers. 

“I asked him if he refused to let me 
have a berth in a Central railroad car 
because of my color, or because the war- 
rant was not drawn on the Central rail- 
road. He replied that if the warrant was 
drawn on his road he could not let me 
ride because the laws of Georgia provided 
that separate coaches must be furnished 
for white and colored people. I demanded 
to know his reasons in writing, but he re- 
fused to give them. 

“A friend of mine employed a lawyer 
for me and he tried to secure the accom- 
rrodations which I wished, but was in- 
formed by the railroad people that I 
could not ride in a sleeper with the whites, 
and that they couldn’t afford to run a 
sleeper for me. They offered’ to let me 
have a berth in a sleeper if I would char- 
ter the whole car and pay for the eigh- 
teen berths, but I didn’t feel like paying 
out so much money for a sleeper. 

“IT took a smoking car last night and 
rode up here. I.-managed to sleep tolerably 
well nearly all the way, until this morning, 
when the porter woke me up rather rude- 
ly and told me I had been written up in 
The Constitution. I read the paper and 
saw that I was causing a sensation.’’ 

Chinn went out to McPherson yesterday 
afternoon to be retired by the officer there. 

He stated that as soon as he was prop- 
erly retired he would go.to Culpeper, 
Va., and live the remainder of his days. 
Chinn is 47 years old. He was born and 
raised in Kentucky, and has had a rather 
eventful career. When the civil war broke 
out- he joined the federal army and fought 
until the close of the strife. When the 
war was ended Chinn was drafted. into the 
regular service, and was sent to the west. 
He was stationed at Fort Apache, Arizona, 
for quite awhile, and was engaged in sev- 
eral serious battles with the Indians. 

Chinn himself will not prosecute the 
case against the Central road for not al- 
lowing Fim to ride in a sleeper. He has 
turned the matter over to Quartermaster 
Kimball at Fort McPherson to do as he 
may please. 

Just what action the quartermaster will 
take in the matter is not known.

I have lived here nearly fifty years ‘and 
with my other cotton business {t has been, 
during most of that time, my business to 
report to my European correspondents, to ,; 
the best of my power, the actual condi- 
tions and prospects of the cotton ¢rop, 
and to do this at as early a date in eaeh 
season as it was possible ro form an intel- 
igent and reliable estimate of the outlook. 
In many of these yéars it has early become 
manifest that we were going to have short 
crops, and I have never hesitated to pub+ 
lish such short crop estimates as svon as it 
was possible to form a correct judgment, 
for it is just as important that my friends, 
and all the cotton world, for that matter, 
should know at the earliost possible date 
that the crop is short as that it is large, 
People who had. formed contrary opinions, 
and had backed them by salling, were just 
as furious at me in short crop years for 
telling the truth, as I saw it, as The Con- 
stitution is now because tn October last I 
announced the opinion that the crop was 
over a million bales larger than the cur- 
rent estimates. You know as well as any 
one that in October, when my estimates 
came out, the general opinion leaned to a 
crop of about seven and one-half millions. 
I am not here to falsify facts tor anybody’s 
benefit, whether planter or spinner, nor 
am I here to hold tny tongue and say 
nothing when I know that public opinion 
is a million bales too small vr too large. 
When I report a small crop, ;-eople here, 
both planters and bull speculators, run 
over each other to flatter and praise mre, 
of which many instances enn be pointed 
out. But it so happens that early onin- 
ions are mostly based On reports of inter- 
ested people who have cotton t» sell, and 
who, perhaps honestly, /exa:tyrerate .n re- 
porting damages, so tliat general’y my re- 
ports are the reverse of popular with 
them. 

It now looks doubtful if this crop will 
reach my figures of 2%9,00 to 9.109,000 
bales actual growth by p2rnaps one or two 
hundred thousand bales; but there wes no 
‘‘falsehood’’ in that eStimate. The result 
perhaps on September ist next will show 
this trifling error on my part, but hew 
much error will be.shown tn the 7,500.000 to 
7,750,000 estimates so common, not to tay 
universal, in October? And who can cnatge 
me with willfully falsifying if I con-e w*th- 
in 2% per cent of the crop nearly a year in 
advance? And dt Is not at a1] certain that 
my error will be as much as that. 

Those who know mé and my me-lads 
best would be the last to insinuate any 
want of honest purp2ise, or to deny the 
general correctness of my estirnates for 
many years. For this year, and as com- 
pared with current opinixns at the ti: ~ it 
was published, my estimate will regain 
prove amazingly near the truth.

The Seminole Indian War. 

The, last Seminole war, properly so call- 
ed, began with the massacre of Major 
Dade and his command on the 28th of De- 
cember, 1835. It continued for more than 
five years and cost many lives and much 
money. Finally in 1841 it terminated not 
by treaty, but by the utter exhaustion of 
the tribe from losses in battle and by the 
capture and removal by force of most of 
the warriors, who had not perished in the 
war, beyond the Mississippi. A mere rem- 
nant—200 or 300—escaped to the evergilades 
of Florida, where a few of them are still 
found. 

In this war quite a number of Georgia 
organizations were engaged, the most 
noted of which was a brigade of mounted 
men under General Charles H. Nelson. 
Later on, perhaps for ten or fifteen years, 
the Indians who had taken refuge in the 
everglades occasionally emerged from the 
swamps and killed and plundered the white 
settlers in the lower counties of the pe- 
ninsula. On such occasions they were 
driven back by the Florida militia.’ No 
Georgia troops were ever engaged. 


General Cobb and General Lee. 


Editor Constitution—In your Sunday’s is- 
sue one of your correspondents, comment- 
ing upon the attitude of General Thomas 
R. R. Cobb toward Virginians and the 
Lees, totally misapprehends the tone of the 
letters from which the extracts are taken. 
Not a word occurs in one of them which 
condemns or criticises General Lee, but 
there is much which shows the warm affec- 
tion and perfect confidence in which he 
was held. Nor is there a word of unkind 
criticism of the Virginians save the com- 
plaint that Stuart would not invite the 
cavalry of the legion to take part in his 
celebrated ride around McClellan's army.

Georgia Properties Are Being 7 
Up—One Hundred Men to Be 
ployed in Developai™ 


Four capitalists and promoters who ate 


largely interested in Géorgia’s gold fleldsy. 


spent a few hours in Atlanta yesterday. 

They were Colonel W. M. Duncan, .tudge 
W. W. Murray, and Messrs. John P. Wil- 
liams and Hugh T. Kirkpatrick, of Nash- 
ville. They were fresh from the gold 
fields around Dahlonega, where they had 
been to attend the meeting of the officers 
of the Appalachian Gold Mining Company, 
in which corporation they are the leading 
figures. 

Judge Murray is the president of the 
mining company. Colonel Duncan i!s the 
first vice president, Mr. Williams is the 
second vice president, and Mr. Kirkpatrick 
is secretary and treasurer. 

The Appalachian Gold Mining Company 


’ was recently organized under the laws of 


Tennessee. The maximum amount of the 
company’s capitalization has not been fixed 
but it will be all of $2,000,000, and perhaps 
more. 

The property owned by the company is 
composed of about twenty of the best 
mines in north Georgia. The meeting 
which the officers held in Dahlonega this 
week was of great importance, in that defi- 
nite action was taken in regard to pushing 
development work. 

They decided to erect a chlorination 
plant for the treatment of the refractory 
ores. A contract was closed with C. E. 
James & Co., of Chattanooga, to build the 
chlorination plant and work will begin at 
once. 

The contractors guarantee to save 9% 


a waste of not more than 5 per cent of the 
assay values. 

By the old slop method now im use 
around Dahlonega, no more than 15 per 
cent of the gold is saved. 

President Murray was authorized to em- 
ploy 100 men, and put them to work on 
the mines immediately. The work of the 
mining company will be confined almost 
entirely to the rich sulpherets which run 
high in gold. 

Heretofore the sulpherets have not been 
mined in Lumpkin; except in so far as they 
were mixed with the free gold found above 
water level. The water level varies from 
30 to 580 feet. Originally all this ore 
was mixed with sulphur, but the 
action of water caused the sulphur to 
pass. off by chemical action in the ages 
which have elapsed since the gold was 
deposited. 

The free gold is caught in riffies and on 
amalgam plates, but the quick silver will 
not catch the rebellious ore. In chlori- 
nating the ore, after being milled, is roast- 
ed and then converted into a chlorine solu- 
tion. This treatment saves practically all 
the gold which is in the concentrates. By 
this process ore which is now yielding 35 
a ton will turn out $45, 

The gentlemen here yesterday exhibited 
specimens of the gold taken from their 
mines, some of which’ were really fine. 

The company will make a large pyra- 
midal display of the products of the mine 
at the Nashville exposition. Nearly all of 
the officers of the company reside in Nash- 
ville. 

Mr. .James will put in the Theis pro- 
cess. He.is president of the Royal com- 
pany which is mining profitably at Talla- 
poosa. The Royal is down about 110 feet

Traffic Bureau is to be the name of the 
freight association which is now called the 
Western Freight Association. The text of 


jthe new agreement which has. been pfe- 
pared by a committee of trunk line officers 


was submitted today to lawyers for the 
lines interested, who will examine the docu- 
ment with a view to determining its legal- 
ity in the light of the Trans-Missouri de- 
cision of the supreme court. 

If the attorneys find no objection to the 
agreement on that score, it will be reported 
to the presidents, general officers and 
freight men connected with the western 
roads at the'r meeting tomorrow, and no 


doubt adopted. . 
The agreement t¢ defined to be for the 


purpose of arranging, providing and distrib- | 


uting joint traffic and rates, and to make a 
satisfactory division of joint rates between 
the companies over whose lines the joint 
traffic moves, and in order to properly egm- 

ply with all laws and.state commissions, 
“without interference, however, ‘vith the 
individual freedom of any line or company 
in the making of the’ rates for the sandling’ 
of its local and competitive traffic;’’ and for 
the purpose of providing tariff statistics 
and securing compliance with the cecisions 
ofethe inter-state commerce commission 
and of the courts. The bureau is to be un- 
der the supervision of a board of five com- 
‘missioners to be elected by the prestlents 
of the roads, and the present board cf ad- 
ministration will const e the new board. 
The members of the b will be required 
to furnish the board such reports of freight 
traffic and copies of joint or wither rates 
as may be required by the board. The duty 
of the board is to distribute this iniorma- 
tion among the members oc: the bureau. 

All divisions of joint through tates, excep 
those between gyi lines, are to 
fixed by the board. The board is empower- 
ed to call a meeting of the representatives 
of the lines as often as it deems advisable. 
The agreement is to be effective tomorrow 
and continue in foree vatil December 31, 
1898, when the contracts with the members 
of the present board expire.
